My dear Flock: 

The state of Catholicity in America at the time of 
Bishop de la Hailandiere’s retirement and the accession 
of Bishop John Stephen Bazin as the third Bishop of 
Vincennes is well told in an article written for a Catholic 
paper in the year 1846, from which we cull the following: 


(From the Catholic News-Letter, June, 1846) 
CATHOLICITY IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Among the yet unpublished decrees of the late Coun- 
cil, we learn that it is in contemplation to erect four new 
episcopal sees, to answer the wants of the Church in the 
United States. We have now twenty-one bishoprics, the 
dioceses of several of which are so large as to render the 
duties of a single bishop too onerous, and therefore re- | 
quiring the assistance of coadjutors. It is estimated that 
we have 1,300,000 communicants in this country. This is 
the tree which has grown from the germ planted in the 
settlement of Maryland. The first priest ever consecrated | 
in America stil] lives, and still exerts himself in the holy 
cause. It is with generous pride, that when looking 
around him at the present prosperous state of the 
Church, he should take pleasure in signing himself, proto 
sacerdos. Every true Catholic must feel delight at the 
present pfosperous state of the Church in this country, 
revealing as it does, that God is pleased to bless the labors 
of his missionaries. The signal success which has attend- 
ed it here despite the persecutions, the obstacles, the pre- 
judices it has had to encounter, are attributable only to 
the watehful providence of Almighty God, who has pro- 
mised to be -with it even to the consummation of the | 
world. From one extreme of the Union to the other, num- | 
bers, fatigued with their researches for the truth through 
the labyrinthal mazes of Protestant error, are flocking to | 
the one fold of the one shepherd, convinced that in the | 
Catholic Church alone can be found the precious jewel 
they have sought, the true faith. Thousands are at this 
moment imitating, their noble example, and there is not 
a city, not a town, not a village in the land, that does not 
count within its limits converts to the Catholic faith, 
whilst the defections are indeed few and far between.

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| A PASTORAL EDITORIAL | 


AN EXPLANATION 


There seems to be considerable confusion in the minds 
of the people concerning “what is what” about several forms 
of missionary collections. On the one hand they have been 
asked to contribute one dollar the year to the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith; they receive appeals to subscribe 
the same amount for the Near East; then some missionary, 
representing workers in a foreign land, will address the peo- 
ple from the pulpit and ask them for a dollar or more. 

We feel that all misunderstanding regarding these things 
should be removed, and, therefore, let us say: The Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith is, as its name indicates, a 
Society, in which every adult Catholic is urged to hold mem- 
bership. The annual dues in this Society are $1.00, 60 cents 
of which is forwarded to the headquarters of the Foreign 
Missions movement, and 40 cents sent to the American 
Board of Catholic Missions for work in needy districts in 
our own country, and in the possessions under the American 
Flag. This Society is established in every country of the 
world, and by a special edict of the Holy Father it is to be 
introduced into every parish of the United States. 

Evidentiy-the-giving to special mission causes does not 
fulfill your duty to the Propagation of the Faith any more 
than the giving to the missionary would have taken care of 
your dues in the Holy Name Society or in the Rosary Society 
or in the Sodality of the Blessed Virgin. While you may be- 
come a member in the Society for ‘“.» Propagation of the 
Faith for all time by the payment of $50.00, it is customary 
to collect dues annually just as they are collected in a local 
parish sodality, and members are expected to say the OUR 
FATHER, HAIL MARY, and the invocation “St. Francis 
Xavier, pray for us.” They share in 15,000 Masses and in 
the labors of 60,000 priests, brother and sister missionaries, 
as well as in the labors of more than 40,000 Catechists. Do 
not regard membership in this Society as an obligation, 
but as a privilege. Therefore, do not wait to be solicited to 
pay your annual dues, but advance the same cheerfully. 

We have steadily recommended that Catholics join or 
renew their memberships in the Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith during Lent. It is a season when every Catholic 
is not only willing but anxious to do something for religion, 
and we have always recommended that what is given to mis- 
sionary work be sacrifice money, so that the blessing of God 
will go with it for greater results. 

Try to take sufficient interest in everything urgently 
recommended from the pulpit to understand its significance 


and purpose. Most Catholics seem to give simply because 
they are asked to give, not having the faintest idea concerning 
the character of the cause for which the money is asked. 
Renewals of the annual memberships are usually gath- 
ered by promoters, not only for the sake of facilitating col- 
lection by the pastor, but for the purpose of encouraging a 
Lav Apostolat:
